2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record when considered as a whole, alone or in combination, neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious a method for controlling evaporators comprising measuring the refrigerant pressure at 
inlet of the evaporator and the temperature upstream of the expansion for control of the 
expansion valve to have the evaporation process of the refrigerant from at or near a supercooled 
liquid state to a saturated state occurs within the evaporator and the evaporation process from a 
saturated state to a superheated gas state occurs within the internal heat exchanger.
